PREFACE. 


The  average  child  in  the  public  school  in  grades  below  the 
High  School  gets  but  a  prefunctory  idea  of  the  countless  deeds 
worthy  of  general  knowledge  by  which  Britain  attained  her 
world-wide  Empire  and  supremacy.  Imparting  this  knowledge 
to  him  should  not  in  any  way  make  him  bellicose  or  foster 
in  him  an  undue  military  spirit.  It  is  hoped  rather,  that  by 
hearing  of  these  performances  constantly  in  connection  with 
the  instruction  that  culminates  in  the  Empire  Day  celebration, 
with  perhaps  a  short  word  of  historical  explanation  from  his 
teacher,  the  pupil  may  unconsciously  grasp  the  full  significance 
of  his  world-duty  as  a  single  member  of  that  grand  member¬ 
ship  of  nations,  the  British  Empire. 

From  this  journal  of  triumphs  he  should  learn  the  lesson 
of  bravery,  of  kindness  to  the  weak  and  oppressed,  and  the  un¬ 
assailable  strength  of  union  when  properly  achieved,  and  hold 
as  a  daily  thought  Browning’s  line — “  Here  and  here  did  Eng¬ 
land  help  me, — how  can  I  help  England?  Say  !  ”
